raises rates 


Electricity will cost you more, 
beginning with your March bill 

The Reading Municipal Light 
Dept. has announced a new rate 
schedule, to take effect with bills 
going out after March 1 

Under the new rates, residential 
customers using about 500 kilowatt 
hours per month will be paying an 
average of 11 percent higher than 
under last year's rates, said Norbert 
Rhinerson, general manager 

The new rates, Rhinerson said, 
ure designed to raise an additional 
$3.5 million, to cover increased 
operating costs. Of that amount 
$3.2 million is to come from exist 
ing customers, and $300,000 from 
new growth 

The overall average increase for 
all classes of customers will be 8.7 


percent, with industrial customers 


an increase of 8.15 


receiving 
percent. 

Rhinerson said that overall, 
residential customers will be 


paying less in 1986 than they were 
in 1984, due mostly to the purchase 
of low-priced hydro power from 
the New York Power Authority 

Fuel surcharges in 1986 may be 
higher, he said, because the Pilgrim 
nuclear plant is scheduled to shut 
down in September for refueling 
The oil-generated power used to 
replace it will be more expensive. 

The customer charge for 
residential customers will be $2.78 
This charge was initiated last year 
at $2.22 per month.

Dog catcher resigns

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
received the letter of resignation, 
effective February 1, on Monday, 
Jan, 27. Balestrieri agreed to 
remain until the position is. filled 
only if he received $334.50 per 
week full time salary. Stapezynski 
told selectmen Monday night that 
two weeks notice is usually 
customary, 


Board members accepted the 
resignation with regret and 
directed Stapczynski to fill the 
position on a temporary basis, until 
he comes up with a detailed job 
description. 

Some discussion ensued on 
whether the post should be part 
time or full time. Most neighboring 
towns, it was pointed out, have full 
time dog officers. 

"I have no reason on earth to 
make that a full time position,” said 
Stapezynski, though he did agree to 
Feassess the position when several 
selectmen disagreed with his 
Statement. 


Town manager submits $26m budget

Despite some "severe" cut backs 
expected in federal revenue sharing 
funds and the unavailability of an 
exact figure for expected local aid, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
presented his proposed budget for 
$26,482,792 for fiscal 1987 to the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
Monday night. The proposed 
budget represents a 5.26 percent 
increase over the 1986 
appropriation of $25,157,293 
The town manager's recom- 
mended budget for town 


departments is $13,346,808, a 5.5 


percent increase over the 1986 
figure. This includes funding for 
four new full-time positions: a 


planning coordinator, junior clerk, 
custodial 
laborer. 
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A total of $17,750 will go to the 
police department for new radios 
and replacement service weapons 
What is not included is Chief Bobby 
Stewart's request for a computer 
system. This will be a top priority 
item for 1988, unless additional aid 
comes through this year, said 
Stapezynski 

Also high in the town department 
budget is a $38,999 projected 
increasae in the town's insurance 
account; $41,000 for the continued 
expansion of the Merrimack Valley 
Library Consortium; $15,000 each 
for consulting services for 
hazardous materials and the electric 
project; $70,000 for roof repairs at 
the North Intermediate School; 
$75,000 for replacement of an 
underground tank at the Wildwood 
School; and a $45,183 increase in 
tipping fees for the NEWSWC solid 
wast&recycling plant. 
The town manager's recom 
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mended budget total for education 
is $10,692,244, a 5.5 percent 
increase over FY 1986. Of this 
total, $10,020,825 is slated for the 
Wilmington School Dept., 
$659,411 for the Shawsheen Tech, 
and $12,008 for vocational 
training. 
Though Stapczynski received 
requests for over one million 
dollars for warrant articles, the 
total sum was pared down to 
$652,324 
As promised last year, $120,000 
is committee to complete the town's 
typographical mapping project. 
This, explained Stapczynski, will 
aid in the inventory of town-owned 
land and open space. 
Stapezynski also asks voters to 
approve a $218,500 bond issue for 
high school additions and reno- 
vation work; $247,000 for 
replacement of various vehicles and 
a small computer for the DPW;

$80,000 for the purchase of 9.6 
acres of railroad land; and $45,824 
for the town's share of a $1.5 
million bond issue for the 
Shawsheen Tech.

To help fund the proposed 
budget, Stapezynski sees an 
estimated $9,183,667 in available 
funds for FY 1987 and an estimated 
tax levy limit of $17,299,125, 
based partially on new growth and

Plans submitted 
for new water 
treatment plant 


Preliminary plans for the new 
North Wilmington water pumping 
Station, in the Barrows Well Field, 
were shown to the Water and Sewer 
Commisisoners on January 23. 
Engineer Alan Silbowicz, who did 
Most of the planning for the Butters 
Row station a few years ago was 
accompanied by two other 
engineers from the firm of Weston 
& Sampson. 

The new building is being 
Proposed to be bigger than the 
Present building. It is now being 
planned on a 75 foot width and a 
150 foot length. It will be similar in 
appearance to the Butters Row 
water plant. Like its predecessor, 
the new building will be built on a 
base which is to be 10 feet above the 
Present ground level. Test borings 
are schelduled to start during the 


last week of January. 
The treatment will have the 
ability to remove iron and 


manganese, and other impurities 


including trichlorethylene (TCE), 
from the water, and will be capable 
of pumping 300 million gallons of 
water a day, the commissioners 
were told. 

Changes in pump design, during 
the past four years, will mean an 
increased efficiency, the engineers 
said. There will be a variable speed 
drive. There will also be an 
emergency diesel power generator, 
to keep the plant operating in case 
of an electric power shut-off. 

The engineers expect that there 
will be a five percent better service 
as a result, which, they declared, 
will pay off the costs in one year. 

The present rows of pine trees, 
planted by 'Herb Barrows many 
years ago, or possibly by Jacob 
Manning, will be retained, if 
possible. The idea will be to 
Provide screening of the plant. 

Further reports will be made to 
the commissioners sometime next 
spring. 


Tewksbury School Shorts 


Joint meeting to discuss 
crossing guards is postponed 
The committee also postponed 

plans to meet with selectmen to 
discuss the crossing guard issue. 
Superintendent Wynn said that an 
alternative plan to bus about 160 
students who previously were 
assisted by crossing guards was 
working well. 

School crossing guards were cut 
from the police department budget 
as of January 1 in an effort to 
maintain current levels of police 
patrols. 

However, Superintendent Wynn 
said there was a need for a moming 
and afternoon traffic officer at the 
High School because of the heavy 
traffic near the school 

Wynn said he would contact 
police department officials and try 
to work out an arrangement. If 
arrangements are not made, the 
committee will reschedule its 
meeting with the selectmen. 


Private busing retains support 

The committee also reaffirmed a 
2-1 vote taken at its last meeting, 
assuring parents of private school 
Students that there would be no 
further cuts to the private school 
transportation account, Dr. 
‘Wareing, who opposed the motion, 
‘said she would not guarantee any 
account's money without knowing 
the full budget picture. 
+ — 


Fiscal '87 budget in the works 
While the committee continues 
grapple with current fiscal year 
budget problems, they are also 
working on a preliminary draft of 
their 1986-87 budget due to be 
submitted to the finance committee 

on February 15, 

Moreover, this year's financial 
crunch is beginning to take its toll 
on next year’s budget. 

Superintendent Wynn said he will 
probably be reducing next year's 
staff by about 15 and the 
committee's still without a 
bottom-line salary figure for 
teachers and other school 
employees. 

Wynn also said that due to 
financial considerations, an 
enrollment of 20 or more students 
will be required before a High 
School course will be offered, with 
a few exceptions for advanced 
courses 

There is also a question ds to 
whether the private school bus 
transportation account will remain 
in the school department's budget. 

There has been some suggestion 
that the private school busing 
account be lifted from the school 
budget and be made a special line 
item to be voted on at the annual 
town meeting. The move would 
effectively create a private school 
busing budget within the town.

Water access 
problem may be 
solved for rink 


The problem in planning sewers 
and water mains for two new 
buildings -- the American Motors 
Service building and the as-yet-to- 
be-built skating rink in Wiiming 
ton -- may have been solved. 

The American Motors building is 
in back of the new AMC salesroom, 
off Main Street, on a different lot 
of land. Behind it is to be the new 
skating rink. Bernard Restaccia is 
the owner of the AMC buildings, 
and proposes to construct the 
skating rink, possibly this summer. 

On January 9 the water and sewer 
commissioners turned down a 
proposed plan because a sewer was 
to go through one lot of land, to get 
to another.

When the complete plan is 
submitted and approved, permits 
for sewer, etc, will be issued.

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North Intermediate principal to 
become Topsfield superintendent

North Intermediate Principal Dr. 
Joseph Connelly will be leaving the 
Wilmington School System March 
1 to begin his new job as Superin- 
tendent- of Schools in the 
Topsfield-Boxford school district. 

Dr, Connelly, principal of the 
junior high school since 1979, told 
the Town Crier he will be leaving 

"very, very mixed feelings.” 

"I've been in the Wilmington 

chool System 19 years,” he said, 
"and the last years, especially have 
been a labor of love. 

In his new post, Dr. Connelly will 
oversee the curriculum, budget, 

d staff development of the four 

nentary schools which comprise 
his district. 

He was selected from among $7 
applicants after a careful narrow- 
ing down process, two in-depth 
interviews, and an on-site visit of a 
team of educators to Wilmingotn 
on January 9. He was notified of his 
appointment last Friday night 

One big factor which led to his 
selection, he feels, was the 
favorable impression the Topsfield 
evaulation team received from 
Wilmington educators. He, in turn, 
was equally impressed by the 
teachers and building administra- 
tors in the Topsfield schools he 
visited a while back ; 

The main reason Dr. Connelly is 
leaving is the feeling he has that 
he's not “being challenged enough" 
in his present capacity, He also 
looks forward to using his 
doctorate more and moving up a 
Career notch. 

However, with all the excitement 
felt by himself and his large family 
cover the move, he had nothing but 
praise for the Wilmington system. 
He pointed out "I've totally enjoyed 
my association with everyone in 
town" and was grateful for all the 
support he’s received from teachers 
and parents over the years. 

Dr. Connelly first started in the 
Wilmington system as a young 
elementary teacher in 1967.

A chance to exchange ideas and 
Personal views. An opportunity to 
share teaching methods and 
classroom experiences. The added 
bonus of viewing an electoral 
process up close. All this will 
become a reality for two West 
Intermediate. teachers as they 
participate in the reciprocal part of 
a Rotary International cultural 
exchange in the month ahead. 

On Thursday, January 30, social 
studies teacher Tom Meyers and 
English instructor Michael Veves 
will take off for a four-week visit 
to the Philippines. They will be part 
of a five member team staying with 
several Rotarian families on the 
island of Luzon. While there, they 
will spend a week studying the 
Filipino educational system in 
depth then talk with people in other 
sectors as well, 

"My main objective will be to 
develop a greater understanding of 
their (the Philippine) culture in all 
areas, "Tom told the Town Crier 
last week. He is particularly 
intrigued by the idea of viewing, 
first hand, the public and private 
school set-up and talking with 
teachers and union representatives 
to discover some of the difficulties 
they might have had under the 
Present government. 

Mike looks on the impending visit 
as a "fact-finding trip” for his own 
personal growth. He hopes, by 
talking with Filipinos in many 
fields, to bear out his belief that our 
two countries have more 
similarities than differences. Most 
importantly, he looks forward to 
teaching a class - “any kind,” says 
this young man, who is fluent in 
Spanish and Greek and has an 
extensive. background in psychol- 
‘ogy and social work. 

When you get to know both men a 
little better, you begin to realize 
they are not mere educators but 
enhancers who strive to make their 
classrooms true centers of leaning. 

Tom consistently brings the 
outside work to his doorstep. In the 
past, he has invited public officials 
and refugees from other countries 
to his classroom, and shared his 
own personal experiences from 
trips he has taken. He always strives 
to enlarge his students’ view of the 
world in which they live. 

Mike sees himself as a surrogate 
parent, always readily available to 
his pupils. A caring individual, he 
uses unique teaching methods to get 


his students to think and gain a good 
commend of the English language. 

Both are that rare individual - a 
dedicated teacher - who, from all 
indications, will benefit greatly 
from this opportunity.” 

“I don't think we could sent two 
finer representatives,” commented 
West Intermediate Principal Bill 
Fay on their selection. As a long 
time member of the Wilmington 
Rotary Club, Fay was perhaps the 
Person most responsible for having 
the men apply. 

The exchange program, which 
sends non-Rotarians aged 24 to 35 
years to various countries through- 
out the world, was formed “to 
promote world understanding and 
peace,” says Fay. Applicants fill out 
applications, submit them to the 
local club for approval, and 
undergo interviews and a thorough 
screening process. Successful 
candidates write letters of intent on 
what they would like to see or do in 
their exchange country and this is 
taken into con: ration when 
Rotary plans their intinerary. Costs 
of the program are borne by 
Rotary International. 

Now, Tom and Mike are busy 
preparing for their upcoming trip, 
“uying to tie up loose ends,” and 
Struggling to contain their 
excitement. They are reading all 
available material on the 
Philippines, especially about the 
highly publicized Filipino election 
February 7th, pitting President 
Ferdinand Marcos against Corazon 
Aquino. 

A slide show on Wilmington and 
its school system, prepared by 
fellow teacher Dan Spriggs, will 
accompany the two. In return, both 
men hope to bring back some 
impressive photographs and slides 
of their own to be shown to classes, 
school faculty members, different 
Rotary Clubs, and any other 
community groups which show an 
interest. Both plans to incorporate 
their experience into their own 
curriculums, 

Tom seemed to sum it up best 
when he told the Town Crier, "we 
would like to say how appreciative 
we are that we're in a progressive 
system that allows us to grow. As 
teachers, we need this growth and 
need to understand other environ- 
ments.” In a larger sense, their 
experience will benefit all of 
‘Wilmington and contribute to our 
growth as well. 


Don't blame the registrars 


During January readers of the Boston Globe may have 
seen a series of newspaper articles about the Registrars of 
Deeds in the various counties of Massachusetts, They were 
well written. They seem to purport a thorough knowledge 
of the chosen subject. sty 

This paper agrees in one aspect only. Otherwise it 
chooses to disagree. , 

It is a fact that, to get information from the various 
offices of Registrars of Deeds in Massachusetts is difficult. 
There is one exception. That will be discussed later. 

Registrars of Deeds are part time county officials, all 
with law degrees. The offices over which they preside 
date, in some instances, from the very earliest of Colonial 
days. Those offices record real estate ownership, sales and 
purchases, in the various counties of this Commonwealth, 

The pay of registrars ranges from $25,000 to about 
$36,000 a year. That may sound like a lot of money, but 
for an attorney at law it is not a great sum. There are chiefs 
of police or fire departments, mayors of cities and others 
who can earn more than does a registrar of deeds. 

This is acceptable because, for many years, the registrar 
has always had a private law practice on the side. This 
paper is not aware of any instance in which a registrar of 
deeds has been confined solely to his office for earnings. 

Experienced attorneys today realize incomes ranging 
from, say, $60,000 a year up to, in some cases half a 
million, To expect that an attorney would be happy with a 
salary of $25,000 to $35,000 is to whistle in the dark. 

There have been stories in the daily press in recent 
months of judges resigning, to erger the private practice of 
law. Those judges start at about $50,000. In many cases, 
the attorneys who appear before them are earning more 
than they do. 

The office of registrar of deeds comes under the 
jurisdiction the county commissioners. Those 
commissioners annually make recommendations to the 
State legislature, on matters to pay and budget. Pay and 
budget is decided by the state legislator. 

Studies by the county commissioners and advisory 
boards, including registrars, in recent years has found that 
there has been a great increase in the number of deeds to be 
filed. In three years in Lowell, for instance, the number of 
deeds to be filed increased by 250 present. 

Yet in Lowell there are still the same number of 
employees, the same equipment. Nothing has been 
changed. Nothing has been improved. 

Many persons who visit registry offices to check on real 
estate transfers have to cool their heels for a longtime. The 
registry offices just simply are not up to date. Many recent 
deeds have yet to be filed. 

Recommendations have been made for more money, to 
be allocated in the employ of more personnel. More 
important, recommendations have been made that the 
offices be computerized. 

A person who makes enquiry in a computerized office 
may expect a quick answer. Such is the case today in the 
Wilmington Library. An attendant willl type an enquiry, 
and the answer will be forthcoming, in about one minute. 
It is that simple. 

The Registry of Deeds in Salem, Massachusetts has such 
an office. Any person who makes and enquiry gets a 
complete answer, within seconds. 

This is the way it should be, in every office of a registrar 
of deeds in Massachusetts. The fault? 

Maybe it is with the county commisisoners. Maybe, 


- probably, it is with the legislature. Possibly there is a 


combination of the two. 
But not with the persons who are seated in the chairs 
labeled registrars of deeds. 
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Lawsuit likely over 


Garden of Eden lease 


There may be legal conflict over 
the terms of the lease to the 
non-dendminational church known 
as The Bible Speaks, off Chestnut 
Street, and developer Joseph Lan- 
gone, he who plans to build a 
residential subdivision on the 
former Garden of Eden golf 
course, So it was indicated in a 
public hearing in the town hall, by 
Atty. William F. Griffen, of One 
Boston Plaza, Boston. 

Griffen was representing Pastor 
Garrigan and about a dozen other 
persons in the church group who 
were present during the hearing. 
The conflict arises from the 
phraseology of the lease, which 
Langone seems to believe expires 
next year. 

According to Griffen it is the 
lessee, not the lessor who has the 
exclusive right of proprietorship, 
and “our lease will be renewed in 
1987 for five years.” 

Griffen told the Wilmington 
Planning Board that he had mailed 
letters to the realty trust, and had 
talked with Langone's partner, Mr. 
Stuart of the trust, a conversation

which was confirmed in a letter 
mailed last April 5. 

Therefore, he said, there will be 
no construction “in that period of 
time". The church, he said, would 
not be able to conduct the school 
(fifty pupils, ed.), the playground, 
or anything else it does because of 
the construction. There would be a 
constant danger to children during 
construction. 

"I urge the board to deny the 
application”. 

Chairman Anthony Gentile of the 
planning board scanned the 
agreement, handed to him by 
Griffen. He read out loud "Subject 
to terms agreeable to both parties", 
To this Griffen said that “neither 
the landlord nor the tenant can be 
arbitrary” 

The Garden of Eden golf course 
was constructed by Millard Pipes of 
Chestnut Street about thirty years 
ago. It was named after the former 
name of what is now Mill Road. 

The present plans are by engineer 
Erich Nitzsche. He has planned 25 
lots, with a road to be named Green 
Meadow Drive.

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A field wip is always more 
exciting when you plan three 
months in advance for it and have 
to pack your bags before you go. 
For the past 46 years, American 
International College in Spring- 
field, has played host to some 350 
high school students from all over 
New England and New York so 
they could have the experience of 
sitting in a simulated session of 
Congress. Thie year's session was 
held from January 16-19. 

This was the first year that 
students from Wilmington High 
School took part in the project. 
Selected to represent the school 
were: Denise McMullin, Ann Marie 
Meeker, Sean Marsh, Lean Martin, 
Dan O'Donnell and Elena Revelas. 
The delegation was required to 
write and submit a bill to Congress 
by the end of November, adhering 
to the guidelines formulated by the 
program sponsors. Wilmington's 
bill, which proposed legislation to 
protect the public from the 
deliberate spreading of the disease 
Aids, was written and sponsored by 
Learn Martin and Anne Marie 
Meeker, 

Upon arriving Thursday evening, 
the confusion of regsitering, 
finding dorm rooms and navigating 
the campus was a litde intimidating. 
Equally intimidating was the first 
session, an open debate on a bill to 
adopt for the U.S., Israel's 
program for dealing with 
terrorists. In attendance was a very 
articulate body of high school 
students, well seasoned in debate 
and very comfortable with speak- 
ing in public. This was WHS's first 
introduction to the competition. 

On Friday, committee hearings 
were held for debate on each of the 
bills submitted. Each sponsor was 
required to stand and defend the 
merits of the delegation’s bill amid 


some very stiff cross-examination 
from the other schools’ delegates. 
The importance of the work of the 
Model Congress was outlined in a 
letter to the delegates from 
President and Mrs. Reagan, who 
said that Washington always 
watched with great interest the 
legislation proposed by this group, 
because many of their ideas actually 
became incorporated into proposed 
legislation in Congress. 

Congress was in session on 
Saturday. Each delegate was 
assigned ot either the House or the 
Senate. WHS took seats in the 
House, where bills which had mqde 
it through the committee hearings 
came up for debate and a vote for 
passage. The sessions on both days 
were very long and intense and 
went from nine in the morning to 
well past five in the afternoon, AIC 
students acted as chairmen, clerks 
and recorders in each branch of the 
legislature and held everyone 
closely to the order of business with 
a minimum of nonsense. However, 
no one could not control the 
laughter in the House when at 4:00 
P-m., ona debate to replace the 
National Anthem,a the entire body 
Tose to sing “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” One observer 
noted that it was sung in at least six 
different keys simultaneously! 

Dealing with the media was also a 
new experience for the Wilmington 
delegation. Wilmington had a 
well-writeen, well-defined and 
somewhat controversial bill which 
attracted the attention of the press. 
The group was interviewed by The 
Boston Globe, and Ann marie 
Meeker did an on camera interview 
for the Channel 20 six o'clock news 
in Springfield 

It was not all work, though. 
There was plenty of time for 
socializing and meeting students 
from places such as East

A proposed nursing home 
planned for Hillside Way in 
Wilmington brought several 
abutters out to Monday night's 
selectmen’s meeting to express 
their concerns over the "inapprop- 
riate site” chosen for the facility. 

Dr. Charles Przyjamski of 
Hillside Way told selectmen that 
residents are concerned with low 
water pressure, vehicle access to 
the site, and impact on the 
residential environment. 

Uppermost in both residents’ and 
selectmen’'s minds seemed to be the 
“major threat” of chemicals and 
“unknown matter" flowing from 
the 120-bed facility into the septic 
system, nearby brooks, and the 
town water supply 

The home is to be built by 
Mediplex Group, a firm which 
recently became a subsidiary of 
Avon, Mediplex went before the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Health at a 
recent public hearing to seek a 
determination of need which is 
necessary before proceeding with 
the project. 

In order to build in a residential 
neighborhood, said Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski, Mediplex would 
have to seek a special permit from 
the Board of Appeals. They would 
also need a proper septic system 
and the approval of the Board of 
Health,

Tech votes $8.8m budget 


by Arlene Surprenant 

The Shawsheen Tech School 
Committee Tuesday night passed a 
resolution to adopt an $8,868,868 
budget for fiscal 1987, The figure 
includes a seven percent increase in 
the operating budget and a $1.5 
million cost for roof repair and 
replacement of shop equipment. 

The committee still hopes to fund 
the roof repair and shop equipment 
through a five year bond issue. If 
all five district towns authorize the 
bond, the total budget figure will be 
reduced to $7,729,200, which 
reflects the seven percent increase 
and the first year payment of the 
bond. Wilmington's total 
assessment is expected to be 
$764,406. 

At this writing, Billerica is the 
only town which has scheduled a 
special town meeting to accept or 
reject the five year bond. Fiscal 
consultant Charles Lyons told the 
committee he met with the Billerica 
Board of Selectmen Monday and 
members agreed to support the

bond proposal at the February 11 
meeting. 

It was pointed out that the Tech 
budget covers many items not 
normally included in a regular 
school budget. Such things as health

expects that two Federal bills will 
directly affect Wilmington in th 
efuture. The Gramm-Rudman Bill, 
according to Stapczynski, will 
transform "federal revenue sharing 
into federal ‘deficit sharing” and 
make deep cuts in the Medicare 
Program, at a cost to Wilmington 
of $66,700. "Rosty 1,” if passed, 
will increase the interest rates on 
bonds and notes and increase the 


cost of preparing a bond issue, said 
Stapezynski.

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Comets attract scientific attention 


WASHINGTON A 
“magnificent old conflagra 
tion,” Mark Twain thought 
When last seen, it was a fiery 
ball streaking across the night 
sky like some shooting star. Or 
so it was popularly believed in 
1910. 

Comet Halley has come back 
as a dirty snowball that barely 
moves among the stars from 
night to night. It is no less a 
marvel 
“The snowball theory cut 
down on the hysteria,”” says 
Fred L. Whipple, the renowned 
79-year-old Harvard astronomer 
who in the late 1940s first 
described comets as great 
masses of icy substances 
embedded with cosmic dust or 
meteoric particles. They are 
probably the stuff of the origir 


of the 4.6 billion-year-old solar 
system 
MALEVOLENT ‘BROOM 
STARS’ 


More has been learned about 
the nature of comets 
Halley's spectacular 1910 ap 
pearance than in all the cen 
turies since its first ‘recorded 
sighting in 240 B.C. by the 
Chinese, who thought of comets 
as “broom stars” sweeping the 
heavens of evil and sending 
disasters down to Earth 

As much or more is expected 
to be discovered before Halley's 
next visit in 2061. Its 1986 pass 
ing, although among its dim 
mest, will be the most-watched 
astronomical event in history 

As part of the International 
Halley Watch, 950 scientists in 
30 countries, 400 to 500 serious 
amateur astronomers, and 100 
of the world’s largest telescopes 
will be focused on the comet 

“We're even trying to cover 
the oceans as much as possible 
by setting up an island network 
so we can get a record of obser 
vations every 15 degrees around 
the globe," explains Murray

SALEM — With high hopes 
fur the excitement of seeing an 
original show debut at a local 
theatre, Hell’s Bells leaves a 
little something to be desired. 

‘The Theatre East production 
of the original show, written by 
Jackie Vancelette, has some 
good moments, and although 
some of the characterizations 
are well done, the general 
energy of the cast members 
seems to be down. 

The show centers around the

The audience gets the picture 
of Lovey’s sexuality without 
being beaten over the head by 
it 

Reading resident Tim O'Neil 
(Will) shows a good talent being 
developed with his part also. 

Kate Stewart (Jilly) is one of 
those actresses that can make 
you come inside her part as she 
pours out her loneliness. 

Her acting ability is also 
shown when she is able to hide a 
very pretty singing voice during 
the first act number, “Why.” 
The full range control of her 
voice is brought out when she 
does the reprise in the second 
act 

The original music score will 
leave your feet tapping; how 
ever, the ensemble numbers of 
the cast could use some tight 
ening up.
